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In 1966, New York attorney Mark Lane wrote 
RUSH TO JUDGEMENT one of the first books to criti- 
cize the Warren Commission’s findings on the assassi- 
nation of President John F. Kennedy. Lane's work start- 
ed a series of books that began to seriously question 
the belief that Lee Harvey Oswald acted alone on 
November 22, 1963. In time, a majority of Americans 
began to believe in a conspiracy in the the murder of 
their president. 

In the late 1 970’s, the Congress began another in- 
vestigation of the president’s murder, bringing out into 
the open a mass of material not known to the Warren 
Commission in 1964. In their final report the Congress 
stated that President Kennedy was probably killed as a 
result of a conspiracy, although they couldnl name the 
participants. 

In Mr. Lane’s newest contribution he delves into 
the case of a law suit brought by E Howard Hunt (of 
Watergate fame) against a little known magazine called 
SPOTLIGHT and it’s contributor, Victor Marchetti. 
Lane places the blame on JFK’s death right upon the 
doorstep of the CIA. 

In the SPOTLIGHT article, Marchetti (an ex-CIA 
agent) stated that E. Howard Hunt was in Dallas at the 
time of the president’s assassination and that he and 
the CIA were somehow directly linked in the president’s 
killing. 

Hunt sued for defamation and won a $650,000 
award from SPOTLIGHT , in the 1981 trial. 

In PLAUSIBLE DENIAL Mr. Lane traces his partic- 
ipation as the counsel for SPOTLIGHT, an anti-estab- 
lishment (and sometimes anti-sematic) magazine pub- 
lished by Liberty Lobby, in their appeal of Hunt’s award.

Mr. Lane begins with a detailed account of the 
events surrounding Kennedy’s death and his role in 
bringing the facts surrounding the events in Dealy Plaza 
to the American public. He traces Oswald's mysterious 
trip to Mexico City, the Oswald-FBI-CIA connection, 
among others. 

He also describes the government wide connection 
to discredit him in his work to bring the faults of the 
Warren Commission to the surface. 

In one of the most interesting parts of the book, Mr. 
Lane describes a debate he had with David Atlee 
Phillips, a former head of the CIA’s Western 
Hemisphere station in which he inadvertently said, “that 
there is no evidence to show that Lee Harvey Oswald 
visited the Soviet embassy." One of the CIA’s basis ten- 
ants surrounding the JFK assassination is that Oswald 
ifci visit both the Cuban and Soviet embassies in 
Mexico City. 

Lane publishes the entire text of Marchetti’s article 
in the SPOTLIGHT in which he states that the CIA will 
“sacrifice" Hunt in order to protect their own role in the 
president’s death. 

The author deftly describes in separate chapters 
the roles played by such diverse characters as Marcheti, 
Richard Helms, Hunt, writer Joseph Trento, Gordon 
Liddy, among others. He also points the finger of blame 
squarely on the shoulders of Frank Sturgis as somehow 
being involved in the assassination. 

What I found highly interesting are the verbatim 
trial transcripts conducted by Lane with Hunt. 

While PLAUSIBLE DENIAL breaks new ground in 
the Hunt-Liberty Lobby angle, I found Mr. Lane’s recital 
of this role in bringing to light information on President 
Kennedy’s death almost self-serving. It is as if he were 
the only writer who has contributed to the new body of 
evidence compiled over the last thirty years. 

Be that as it may, PLAUSIBLE DENIAL is yet an- 
other fine work in the literature of the Kennedy assassi- 
nation. 
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
